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Hatchery Plans to Stock 15,000 Trout

Talk about a fisherman’s paradise. 

If a frustrated angler can’t catch any 
brookies, browns, or rainbows in the riffles and 
pools of the AuSable or Manistee this summer, 
for a few coins he’ll be able to go ogle 15,000 of the 
elusive prey at the Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery Committee is 
negotiating with an area trout farm to lease 
15,006 trout for the summer of 1983. The commit- 
tee is trying to work a deal in which they receive 
15,000 fish at the beginning of summer, they feed 
the fish during the summer, and then give the 
fish back to the trout farm in the fall. 

The hatchery wouldn’t have to pay $25,000 to 
buy trout to stock the raceways and they won’t 


get stuck feeding and caring the fish during win- 
ter. The trout farm would get their fish back in 
the fall fatter and bigger. 

The hatchery is currently aiming for a late 
April or May opening with a grand opening 
around Memorial Day. 

_ The ‘83 proposed hatchery budget from April 
1 to November calls for hiring seven employees - 
one supervisor, two maintenance persons, two 
concession workers, and two night watchmen to 
run the hatchery. The hatchery will probably be 
open to the public 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. seven days a 
week during the summer and the fish will be 
watched 24 hours a day by at least one employee. 

A concession worker will pass out infor- 
mation about the fish and the Grayling area to 


tourists and collect a small entry fee. 

The total budget cails for $47,640 in expenses 
- $35,550 for hiring seven employees from unem- 
ployed rolls of the county. 

The hatchery committee plans on making 
$10,000 to $15,000 on trout food vending machines 
and entrance fees and plan on raising the rest 
through state labor or commerce department 
grants and a local fund drive. 

Nearly $8000 was spent last year cleaning up 
the hatchery, constructing 22 by 40 building, pur- 
chasing vending machines, and buying top soil 
plus other materials. 

Trout were raised in the hatchery for nearly 
five decades before operations were shut down in 
the mid-60’s.

state Seeks Input on Frederic 
Sour Gas Plant Upgrading 


Comments from Frederic 
Township residents about 
proposed changes at a Mich- 
igan Oil sour gas sweetening 
facility in Section 15 are 
being sought by the state air 
pollution control com- 
mission, 

Residents are invited to 
send comments to the com- 
mission until March 14 and a 
public hearing will be held in 
Lansing March 15. 

By adding a caustic scrub- 
bing system and ground in- 
cinerator, Michigan Oil will 
be able to increase gas flow 
at the plant from 725,000 
cubic feet a day to 2,000,000 
cubic feet a day. 


A DNR air quality study 


says the changes at the plant » 


have the potential to in- 
crease the amount of sour 
gas odors sent into the air, 
but Michigan Oil has already 
agreed to add controls that 
should handle any odor 
problems. 


The DNR recommends 
giving a permit to Michigan 
Oil after their study found 
the best available air pollu- 


tion contro] technology will 
be used at the plant after the 
changes and no pollution 
standards will be violated. 
Last summer, Frederic 
residents complained of sour 
gas odors like a ‘“‘sharp fire- 
cracker smell” coming from 
the plant one and a half to 


two miles to the northwest of 
Frederic. The odors were 
reaching the town as often as 
every other day, the DNR 
report said. Michigan Oil in- 
stalled a ground incinerator 
since then that seems to 
have reduced odors to accep- 
table levels, the report said.

‘2.2 Million Supply 
Building Approved 
For Camp Grayling 


Construction of a $2.2 million 
logistical support facility should 
begin late this spring Camp Gray- 
ling officials announced. 

The approximately 100,000-sq.- 
ft. building will be the largest at the 
camp and will be located off Howe 
and Eighth Rd. toward the west 


end of the camp. 


Offices, a commissary, and 
storage space will make the new 
building the logistical supply point 
of the camp. The huge building will 
replace buildings No. 36 and No. 12. 
They will be used for storage once 
the new facility is completed. 

Completion date for the $2.2 


million building is tentatively set 
for the summer of 1984 but con- 
struction bids have not yet been let. 


The logistical support facility 


is the latest in a series of new con- 
struction projects at the camp. 
Last spring a new $920,000 armory 
was dedicated and a new $2.2 am- 


-munition center is expected to be 


completed this fall. 

The ammunition center will be 
12 igloo buildings on 10 acres south 
of the main camp. The new am- 
munition center will be more 
secure and make handling am- 
munition easier, Camp Grayling 
officials said. | 


Price Estimates Expected 
For Middle School Options 


A special 11-person com- 
mittee will hear price 
estimates for three options 
to renovate or replace the 68- 
year-old Grayling Middle 
School. 

The architect firm of 
Kingscott Associates, of 
Kalkaska, and Elzinga and 
Volkers Construction 
Managers, of Holland, will 
present cost estimates for 
renovating the existing 
building, building a new 
middle school attached to 
the high school to share 
some facilities, or building a 
new separate middle school. 

The committee has been 
working together since the 
middle of February 
reviewing old studies on the 
middle school and deciding 
what new questions must be 
answered. They’ll present 
their findings to the school 
board at a special meeting 
March 28, 

After that meeting the 
school board will publicize 


viable questions and infor- 


mation about the choices. 
The board plans on giving 
school district voters facts 
on the options during all of 
April and then will conduct a 
survey for voter opinions. 


The board will use the sur- 
vey to help them determine 
in May what proposal, if any, 
to place before the voters in 
an election in Sept. 


Back in 1981, a special 
middle school building 
committee recommended 


placing a bond issue before 
voters to build a $3.5 million 
addition to the high school to 
house middle school studen- 
ts. 
The board later dropped 
the idea after the school dis- 
trict ran into trouble obtain- 
ing operating funds. 


Contrary to State Survey 


Airport Runway 
“Not That Bad”’ 


Grayling McNamara air- 
port runways are ‘“‘not that 
bad”’ according to local air- 
port officials and the airport 
isn’t one of several state air- 
ports facing closure unless 
runway repairs are made. 

A Detroit newspaper ar- 
ticle about a Michigan Aero- 
nautics Commission survey 
listed Grayling among 38 
state airports needing 
repairs on runways. William 
Gehman, assistant direcior 
of the commission, said no 
airports have immediate 
safety problems but if 


repairs aren’t made within 
two years at some airports, 
closings may occur. 

Vickie Kalmbach, assis- 
tant manager at the Gray- 
ling airport, said runways 
here aren’t in that bad of 
shape because the military 
repairs sections of the run- 
ways every year. 

Other state airports have 
been hit hard by a drop in 
federal monies for repairs 
and a drop in local revenues 
due to slumping fuel sales, 

Kalmbach said the mili-

making a total of over 40,000 
separate pieces of literature. 

During the slow time of 
show activities, I made oc- 
casional visits to the Gray- 
ling Chamber booth, and was 
appalied by the scarsity of 
literature advertising Gray- 
ling business people. I was 
told they had been advised 
through the local news 
media to bring promotional 
material to the Chamber for 
distribution and only a hand 
full did so. 

The old adage “in good 
times you can afford to ad- 
vertise, in bad times you 
can’t afford not to’ was 
never truer than today. The 
Grayling Chamber is there 
to help, but they can’t do it 
alone. Complaining about 
high dues is one thing, but 
failing to take advantage of 
being a paid up member is 
ridiculous. 

To stress my point further, 
I counted 34 Canadian booths 
at the show, all promoting 
tourist related business’. All 
the Canadians I talked to 
claimed they booked their 
entire summers solid 
through such shows as the 
Outdoorama. 

Another point worth 
making was the standard 
response from the public 
when seeing the sign 
Grayling. ‘Oh Grayling, we 
go through there every 
summer:’’ Now, you can’t 
pay the rent on_ people 
‘passing through’’. Let’s get 
behind the chamber and help 
them tell the downstate traf- 
fic what we have to offer. 
They got the machinery; all 
it takes is a little grease to 
keep it going, mainly in the 
form of money generated by 
a few more paid up mem- 
bers. I’d hate to think some- 
one out here was taking a 
free ride in the hopes the rest 
of us will generate enough 
business for everyone. It’s 
not the democratic way. In 
these trying times everyone 
should try carrying part of 
the load.

The State Board of Educa- 
tion has announced that 
more than 6,000 handicapped 
citizens were placed in jobs 
last year by the state’s 
vocational rehabilitation 
program, the Michigan 
Rehabilitation Service. 

We estimate that those 
who retain their jobs will 
earn $48 million iff their first 
year of employment and pay 
nearly $6 million in state and 
federal taxes. Public assis- 
tance payments will be 
reduced by about $3 million 
annually because the men 
and women are employed,

He would probably be dead 
within two or three years and he looked it. I had never haq 
anyone in my presence before as a young person who lookeq 
like they were going to die. It was indeed a shock, and also a 
tremendous waste. 

His parents had a horror story to tell me about how he 
would rob and steal to get money to support his habit. 

He died last week! 

Young people, you don’t need drugs or booze to get high, 
There are other ways to do so. I get high ail the time and ] 
don’t need drugs to do it. I get high being with my friends. | 
get high every time I am at the top of Pioneer Hill looking 
toward Grayling. I get high walking in the woods and just lis- 
tening and enjoying life. I get high seeing the beauty of a q 
baby’s smile. 

My people at the church think I am high most of the time. 
As them! I get excited during the service and about projects, 
I just made a “‘commercial”’ for the radio using “Chariots of 
Fire” as background music; I get high listening to it. 

Parents, you need to teach your children to be high about 
the right things in life. Of course, that is going to be difficult if 
you are boozing it up or using drugs yourselves. Our own 
habits never look good in our children. 

Jesus had many highs in his life. He was once on a moun- 
tain when he was lifted up and transfigured in front of the 
eyes of the disciples. He became high by praying and having 9 
communion with His heavenly Father. Even the cross was a 
high for Jesus. It was the accomplishment of his greatest 
dream. 

The young man who sat in my office a few years ago 
never started out to get hooked on drugs; who does? But the 
end result was the same; he wasted his life and finally died. 
Why play with fire? 

Why not get high on God?

Former Supreme Court Justice 
Thomas Brennan has maintained 
the state Supreme Court acted un- 
constitutionally in removing 
Dorothy Comstock Riley from of- 
fice. 


A letter to the remaining six 


justices asked them to recede from 
their recent ruling ousting Riley 
from the court and apologize to her. 
Brennan also urged Riley to con- 
tinue to claim the seat. 

The court acted on a suit filed by 
Attorney General Frank Kelley ask- 
ing the court to remove Riley who 
had been appointed to the court by 
former Governor William G. Milli- 
ken to fill a vacancy created by the 
death of Justice Blair Moody Jr. 

The controversy came over ap- 
pointing Riley to a term beginning 
on January 1, the same day Milliken 
turned over the governor’s office to 
James Blanchard. 

Blanchard, as the first Democratic 
governor in 20 years, felt the ap- 
pointment was his to make as of the 
beginning of his new four year term. 

Brennan, president of the Cooley 
Law School in Lansing, contended 
only the governor and the Legisla- 
ture have the power to remove a jus- 
tice and Blanchard would be acting 
unconstitutionally if he attempted 
to make an appointment unless that 
action was taken. 

Brennan said he would personally 
challenge any appointment by Blan- 
chard. 

Sue Carter, Blanchard’s press 
secretary, said the governor does 
very soon intend to make an appoin- 
tment to the Supreme Court. ‘‘He is 
willing to proceed with what he feels 
is his constitutional obligation and 
if anyone wants to pammeacae it, they

would do so at that time,” she said. 

Frederick Buesser III, Riley’s at- 
torney, said Brennan makes some 
convincing arguments, but she 
plans to take no further action to 
remain in office. He said she decided 
not to pursue the matter because of 
personal, practical and legal con- 
siderations, even though she con- 
tinues to believe the court was 
wrong. 

Brennan said the Supreme Court’s 
order to oust Riley is a nullity 
because of constitutional language 
prohibiting it from removing a 
judge. He said the dispute over 
whether former Governor Milliken 
had the authority to appoint Riley 
until January 1, 1985 can only be 
resolved by the Legislature and 
governor, not the court itself. 

Brennan said the attorney general 
must share in the responsibility for 
the ‘‘obvious indefensible disregard 
of the constitution.” 

His reading of the constitutional 
limitations on the court’s authority 
were not raised by any of the par- 
ties, nor by the justices. Brennan 
said that is probably the result of 
the focus on how Riley got on the 
court, while ignoring how she should 
be removed. 

He said the court should have 
thrown the case out the minute it 
came in. 

An official for the attorney 
general said Brennan’s argument 
would be “laughed out of court’’ if 
presented in a brief. The official said 
the restriction on the court’s ability 
to remove a judge is superceded by a 
later provision permitting the court 
to remove a judge upon recommen- 
dation by the Judicial Tenure Com- 
mission,

Docdles From 
The Tall Timber

A while back, we checked 
the AuSable River Foot Trail 
for blown-down trees and 
while crossing the River, I 
looked for any fish that 
might be lingering near the 
bridge. I have spotted trout 
during the winter but not 
suckers and got to wonder- 
ing why. It seems our stream 
suckers (white suckers and 
hognose suckers) move 
downstream.in winter and 
back into the streams in 
spring and summer. Of in- 
terest is the number of 
species found in America, a 
total of 70 for this Country 
but only one-in Siberia and 
one in China. It seems 
suckers are more closely 
related to the minnow family 
than to any other group. One 
member of this family is the 
buffalo fish which can weigh 
up to 80 pounds, which is 
some minnow. Most, 
however, weigh con- 
siderably less, but the 
greater redhorse can reach 
16 pounds. 

No sucker has any teeth in 
the jaws; instead, they have 
teeth in the throat. These 
teeth are arranged in a 
single row like a comb and 
curve around both sides and 
project into the pharynx. 
While many people do not 
eare for them to eat, the 
young of suckers are impor- 
tant forage for other fish. All 
suckers lay eggs, and many 
species run up small 
streams in the spring to 
spawn. During the spawning 
season, the males of some 
species develop bright colors 
and tubercles on the head or 
fins,
